Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  mayprovide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales. 
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EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  March  27  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending 
March  16,  1980): 

Wheat:  Net  sales  of  both  wheat  and  corn  dropped  sharply  this  week  reflecting  a  reduction  of 
outstanding  contracts  to  the  Soviet  Union  which  were  acquired  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 
Net  sales  of  wheat  declined  by  2,938,200  metric  tons  (MT)  with  the  cancellation  of  3,263,400  Ml 
major  purchasers  were  China  (61,300  MT),  Peru  (50,200  MT),  and  Brazil  (48,700  MT).  This  week's 
export  level  of  633,300  MT  was  greater  than  the  previous  4-week  rate,  with  Brazil,  Egypt,  and 
the  Republic  of  Korea  among  the  major  destinations. 

Corn :  Net  sales  fell  8,223,100  MT,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  cancellation  of  contracts  for 
8,941,900  MT  previously  destined  for  the  Soviet  Union.  New  sales  totaled  1,214,400  MT,  partially 
offsetting  contract  cancellations.  Major  purchasers  were  the  German  Democratic  Republic 
(251,300  MT),  Spain  (176,800  MT),  and  Japan  (167,100  MT).  Weekly  exports  of  1,599,500  MT  were 
the  highest  this  year,  with  Japan  (421,000  MT),  Western  Europe  (400,200  MT),  and  the  USSR 
(245,300  MT)  the  major  d'stinations. 

Sorghum:  Total  sales  were  154,000  MT,  with  Israel  (78,800  MT)  the  only  major  purchaser.  Weekly 
exports  of  89,500  MT  declined  to  their  lowest  level  since  the  last  week  in  November. 

Rice:  The  commercial  market  continued  active,  with  net  sales  of  69,000  MT.  Peru  (46,200  MT), 

the  Dominican  Republic  (12,000  MT),  and  the  Republic  of  Korea  (10,000  MT)  accounted  for  most  of 
the  purchasing  activity.  Exports  (28,100  MT)  dropped  to  their  lowest  level  since  mid-November. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  of  soybeans  dropped  by  296,700  MT  due  primarily  to  a  reduction  of 

710,000  MT  of  outstanding  sales  to  the  USSR  which  were  acquired  by  ccc.  Exports  continued 

strong  (526,400  MT),  with  the  major  destinations  the  Netherlands  (119,400  MT),  Japan  (81,000  MT), 
and  Spain  (79,600  MT) . 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  continued  to  trend  upward  with  this  week  totaling  126,000  MT.  Italy 
(59,000  MT)  replaced  the  Netherlands  as  the  primary  destination  while  24,000  MT  went  to  Poland 
and  15,000  MT  to  Singapore.  Exports  (153,900  MT)  were  off  sharply  from  the  previous  week's 
level.  More  important  destinations  included  the  German  Democratic  Republic  (41,500  MT), 

Italy  (26,900  MT),  and  the  Netherlands  (20,600  MT). 

Soybean  Oil :  Net  sales  were  only  4,900  MT.  Exports  (18,000  MT)  were  down  some  55  percent  from 
a  week  earlier;  Peru  (8,100  MT),  Ecuador  (5,000  MT),  and  India  (3,000  MT)  were  the  major  markets. 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  was  extremely  strong.  MY  1979/80  sales  of  134,300  RB  were  largely  to 
Korea  -  45,800  RB,  Japan  -  31,300  RB,  China  -  18,500  RB,  and  Taiwan  -  16,800  RB.  MY  1980/81 
sales  surged  by  368,400  RB.  The  significant  transactions  were  sales  of  357,200  RB  to  China  and 
a  change  in  destination  of  8,000  RB  from  Spain  to  unknown  destinations.  Exports  of  291,000  RB 
were  second  largest  on  record.  Eighty-five  percent  went  to  Asia,  including  131,600  RB  to  China 
and  13  percent  to  Europe. 

Barley,  Oats,  and  Rye:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
